Judge Fosdlck completed his charge to 
the Jury in (he case of Edwin L. 
Fletcher, who Is suing tbe Boston & 
ilaine railroad for (31,000 damages for 
alleged negligence In having caused 
the death of two relatives In a cross- 
ing accident at Littleton. 


The Judge called the attention of the 


jury to the allegations of negligence In 
the declaration of the plaintiff and ot 
the common law and 
statutory law- 


bearing thereon. 


Be nald that If It was found that 


Ihe crossing ivas not properly protect- 
ed the jury would base Us finding sole- 
ly »Mth regard to the crossing and 
without regard to the train. 


The train's speed, the judge contin- 


ued, must be judged ny the circam-( 
stances that existed. f The people have 
the right to rapid transit'and onder 
certain cirenmstance-s the road woulj 
have the right to run Us trains at the 
rate of 60 miles an hour. There is no 
evidence that Ihe train ran faster than 
this. 


The judge read to the jury the 


statute regarding tho operation of au- 
tomobiles on highways and forbidding 
a speed of more than 20 miles an hour 
outside of thickly settled sections. 


Requests for rulings 
from counsel 


for the plaintiff were read and Ihe case 
was given to Ihe jury for consideration 
with final Instructions that if damages 
were awarded the sums must he the 
same in the case of hoth persons killod 
in the accident.

ly the only charge of unfavorable rc- 
sulls from the many alleged 
sins of 


omission and commission," the officer 
had ascribed to the department. Sec- 
retary Dantel« today told the 
senate 


navsl Investigating committee. 11 ? 
fully refuted, he added, by 
the ad- 


miral's own testimony. 


"The charge of the prolongation of 


the war was a definite 
and 
serious 


one." said the secretary. "It was made 
with reckUss disregard of the facts 
and Lhe reasoning and statistics ad- 
duced In its support are those which 
one might expect to find In the fantas- 
tic tales of a Baron Mnnchausen." 


Admiral Sims based his estimate of 


an unnecessary loss of 500.0'}0 lives on 
an average loss foY the allies of 3000 
men a day. Sir. Daniels said. 


"The loss of 3000 men a day for four 


months," he added, "fallsi short of halt 
a million, but of course, half a mil- 
lion sounds more impressive than tha 
figure which would ha»e been arrived 


t by correct arithmetic." 
The admiral based the charge on the 


assumption that had there been a mil- 
lion American soldiers in fcVanc* by 
Starch, 1918, the war would have end- 
ed four months sooner. Mr- Daniels 
said, and ccmpleted the reasoning hy 
assuming the tonnage losses of 1917 
pre»ented carrying that number ofi 
troops overseas by that date and that 
failure of the American nary to co-
